NORTHERN PACIFIC TRAIN SERVICE 


T he Duluth News Tribune, in a recent editorial, comments 
on Northern Pacific train service aGecting that city and the Lake1 
Superior division, and the changes proposed which affect a con­ 
siderable economy in operation. 
Duluth has always been a little sensitive, and properly so, ¡ 
in the matter of service on the Northern Pacific road to the west. 
It had a hard fight to establish that service, and to make the 
railroads recognize Duluth as a main line point rather than a 
station on a branch line from the Twin Cities. 
In that fight The ¡ 
News Tribune played a very active part.

Minnesota disburses nearly $25,000 
annually In recognition

BOUNTIES PAID BY 
STATE FOR QUELLING 
INDIAN UPRISINGS 


Minn* nota disburses nearly $25,000 
annually in recognition 
of 
services 
rendered and disabilities suffered d u r ­ 
ing til*- Sioux Indian Uprising of 1862. 
It is not generally known that there 
ar** still approximately 
170 persons 
who ar*’ reclpiefts of this state boud- 
ty. The year 1802 was Indelibly stain­ 
ed 
with th** blood and sacrifice of 
those involved in th** horrors of that 
period and (inly they can appreciate 
its real trials and hardships. 
Just as 
federal pensions were 
awarded 
for 
service ii th** Civil War. so Minnesota 
recognises the handful who laid aside 
til*' pursuits of peace and fought to 
sav* tile pioneers or this state, in their 
isolated villages and hamlets, from th* 
menace of tile hostile Indians. 


Tills month Ruv P. Chase, state audi­ 
tor, is forwarding pension checks to 
the individuals entitled to them, cov 
( ring the second quarterly period of 
tin* present year, each calling for the 
sum of $36 and based on the s ta tu ­ 
tory allowance of $12 per month. 
A 
few of t h o s e receiving the payments 
ar* 
under eighty years of age, sev­ 
eral are near the century mark. Many 
of them contributed lavishly of their 
money and labor in the building of the 
North Star State. 
Tardy recognition of those who eon* 
tribute*! 
to 
the suppression of the 
Sioux Indian ('prising in 1852 found 
expression in the legislative Session 
of 1905 when a bill wag introduced for 
a pension of $12 per month for all per­ 
sia s rendering aid in the 1862 upris­ 
ing and specifying back pay covering 
the Interim. 
Th** back pay provision 
was promptly vetoed by Governor John 


A. Johnson who visualised a depleted I 
treasury if the back pay feature w as J 
permitted. 
This provision was then 
eliminated and a payment of $12 a 
month from the time of the passage 
of the a* t. substituted. This was satis­ 
factory and the amended hill was a p ­ 
proved. 
The first pension payment was in 
1907 when nearly $50,000 was distrib­ 
uted. 
In the four years following. 
sums ranging from $47,000 to $56,000 
were disbursed, hut with successive 
years the amount has 
steadily 
de­ 
c re a sed until it 
is now within the 
$25,000 figure. 
The law covers not 
only those who participated but su r­ 
viving widows. 
Heath due to the in­ 
tl r rn i ti <■ m of old age hun sadly depleted 
tho ranks of those entitled to the pen­ 
non. Another decade and the list will 


h a t e been wiped out. 
The Sioux indian uprising and its 
suppression is hest told in the mem­ 
oirs of Gov, Ramsey and Col. II. IL 
Sibley. 
While overlooked in the great 
civil conflict of that day, it is still an 
integral part of the state’s history. All

Indians. 
The Chippewa tribe generally were 
friendly and Included In those to whan* 
checks are now being sent by Mr.
